With public schools in nationwide 
budgetary problems because of the 
cuts in federal ^nd state aid to 
education, it. is interesting to find 
how small parochial schools are 
fairing in the present low economy. 

Since parochial schools have 
never been dependent on state or 
federal aid for operational -monies, 
there would obviously be no change 
because of these cuts. 

Melvin Schwartz, principal 
and teacher of Faith Evangelical 
Lutheran Sehncl on Rte. 83 on Ah- 
tioch's south side, said that its 
operational monies are down 
slightly this year but the school ac- 
tually has no real budget problems. 

According to Schwartz, like all 
private schools, Faith Evangelical is 
completely dependent on con- 
tributions from the congregation for 
support. 

Unlike Catholic schools, the sup- 
port is all local, none comes from the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod.' 

One-half of all monies donated by 
the congregation go for the support, 
of the school.

down because of people being short 
of money, Schwartz answered, "All , 
members of the congregation are 
responsible for the support of both 
thechurchand the school.'* 

' He added, "Our concept is dif- 
ferent. We feel that this respon- 
sibility is as great as all our other 
bills and as constant, therefore we 
always give as much as we can to 
the Lord's work rather than to a 
specific need." 

Schwartz said that expenses have 
risen along with the inflation but un- 
til this year donations had increased 
in keeping with inflation. 

He added that, though that in- 
crease was slightly les]f\his year, 
the school faced no financial 
problems. ^ 

The school, that has an enrollment 
of 100 students and a teaching staff 
of five besides Schwartz, charges no 
-tuition for~congregation members^ 
There is a charge however for non- 
congregation members.

Q. Recently, my dentist gave mo a Hxed bridge. How do I floss 
ihis area, as^vyell as-o new cast crown? 

A. These additions to your moutn require added care when' you 
floss, A solid bridge does not permit direct insertion of the 
working arc of floss that ts used under ordinary conditions. In- 
stead, Ihe floss must be threaded beneath the bridge, which 
means you need a floss-threoder. This is a small gadget very 
similar 'to a sewing-needte threader. It's easy enough to pur- 
chase, and just as easy to use, once you learn how.
